Capt Timothy Parker, aka 
Douglas Quigley, and Stan 
Parzych, of the Sturbridge M1- 
litia, came and presented a mili- 
tary salute to those interred 245 
years ago. 

Leader of this annual tra- 
dition is Robert Briere, who 
re-introduced the tradition 
several years ago from a mem- 
ory of taking part in the same 
tradition when he was in first 
grade in the Center School. The 
school, which 1s now home to 
municipal offices, 1s adjacent to 
the burial ground. 

He mentioned to those pres- 
ent he wondered what these sol- 
diers would think of the world 
we live in today. The things we 
take for granted were not even 
far fetched ideas in their day. 
Fifty years ago people listened 
to world news on the parlor 
radio and today on television 
people view world news. On 
the farms where they grew up, 
meals were prepared on a stove 
with firewood where presently

Group to focus on providing 
harm reduction services 


Will explore 
a regional approach

The Quaboag Hills Sub- 
stance Use Alliance will focus 
more of its energy on drug 
prevention and education but 
it will give more time and at- 
tention to bringing harm re- 
duction strategies to the area, 
such as establishing needle ex- 
changes. 

Gail Gramarossa, who acts 
as the alliance’s facilitator, said 
the group has always wanted 
to focus on recovery and harm 
reduction services, but origi- 
nally thought it should focus 
on providing education around 
substance use to students, par- 
ents and other community 
members. It has been part of 


two large federal grants so far 
for drug prevention and educa- 
tion in the Ware area. 

After discussing harm re- 
duction strategies, the group 
also decided to move forward 
with what may be a region- 
alized approach to these ser- 
vices. Needle exchange services 
must be approved by every 
community’s Board of Health 
first, and it was decided to 
contact Palmer’s new Health 
Director Christina Florence 
and Quabbin Health Dhirec- 
tor Judy Metcalf, who covers 
Ware and Belchertown, to 
see if they were interested in 
talking about such a plan. If 
the exchange services were ap- 
proved, it might foster a shared 
agreement between the towns 
and Tapestry Inc., a nonprofit 
that provides harm reduction

Truck strikes 
Super 8 Motel 


STURBRIDGE — On Sunday, Nov. 
15, at 7:04 p.m., the Sturbridge Fire De- 
partment was dispatched to 358 Main 
St., which is the Super 8 Motel, after a 
report of a vehicle had crashed into the 
building. 

When firefighters arrived, they found 
moderate damage to the wall outside 
room 128 and a full-size pickup truck 
with moderate damage to the front out- 
side wall of the room. The room was 
unoccupied at the time of the accident 
and driver of the truck was not injured. 

The Charlton Fire Department was 
called in to assist and evacuated the 
rooms adjacent to room 128. The Dis- 
trict 7 Technical Rescue Team was called 
in to stabilize the exterior wall. No in- 
juries were reported and all occupants 
were moved to other rooms within the 
facility. The Sturbridge Building Inspec- 
tor was on scene and the motel remains 
open for business. 
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Central Community Foundation was 
understanding when the spring vac- 
cine clinic could not be carried out as 
planned. They recognized the clinic’s 
importance in preventing the spread of 
rabies and parvo, which is a serious con- 
cern with so many pets now overdue.” 
Many vaccine clinics throughout the 
state were cancelled last spring in re- 
sponse to COVID-19. Second Chance, 
determined to resume their hospital 
weekly vaccine clinics safely, developed 
a pre-registration process that can now 
be used for clinics in the community. Pet 
owners complete clinic paperwork and 
pay 1n advance to limit contact on clinic 
day. Each pet is assigned an arrival time 
and pet owners remain in the safety of 
their vehicle while pets are brought in- 


side for vaccines and microchips and 
quickly returned. The Fitchburg clinic 
marks the first time the new process was 
used for a community vaccine clinic on 
location. 

Blancato said the new process has re- 
ceived high marks from pet owners. “We 
planned this as a temporary process, but 
it’s been such a positive experience for 
both pets and their owners. No more 
waiting in lines, no more filling out pa- 
perwork while holding a squirming pet, 
and much less stress for pets. We’ve de- 
cided to keep our pre-registration pro- 
cess permanently.” 

Second Chance hopes to resume 
community vaccine clinics in the spring.

“The process all starts at local county Farm Bureau 
annual meetings,” Amato said.

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Social Security Matters 


Registering for 
Social Security

ear Rusty: I have a big 65th birthday 
[ Jenne up mid-March and would like 

your advice on registering for Social 
Security and Medicare. Iam now unemployed, 
but I am seeking another gig to get me to age 
67 before taking Social Security. Signed: Won- 
dering Senior 

Dear Wondering: You do not need to “reg- 
ister” with Social Security in advance. You 
don’t need to do anything with Social Security 
until you are ready to claim your benefits. Since 
you were born in 1956, your full retirement age 
(FRA) for Social Security purposes 1s 66 plus 
4 months, and that is when you will be entitled 
to 100% of the benefit you’ve earned from a 
lifetime of working. 

But you can, if you wish, also wait beyond 
your FRA to get an even bigger benefit. For 
each month you delay after your FRA you'll 
earn Delayed Retirement Credits of .667%, 
which is 8% additional benefit for each year 
you wait. That can continue up to age 70 when 
your maximum benefit will be reached. In your 
case that would mean an age 70 benefit 29% 
more than your FRA benefit amount. But 
whenever you're ready, you can apply for So- 
cial Security online at www.ssa.gov/retire (you 
must first create your “My Social Security” ac- 
count to apply online). 

Medicare is an entirely separate program 
and, unless you have “creditable” employ- 
er healthcare coverage from a new job, you 
should enroll in Medicare a bit prior to your 
65th birthday (“creditable” coverage 1s a group 
plan with at least 20 participants). This would 
be during your Medicare Initial Enrollment 
Period (IEP), which is a 7-month window start- 
ing three months before the month you turn 65 
and ending 3 months after the month you turn 
65. If you don’t enroll in Medicare during your 
IEP and enroll later, and if you didn’t have 
creditable employer healthcare coverage after 
age 65, you will be subject to a late enrollment 
penalty, which will permanently increase your 
Medicare Part B (and Part D) premiums. 

Medicare Part B is coverage for doctors and 
outpatient services, and Part D 1s prescription 
drug coverage, both of which require a premi- 
um; Medicare Part A is hospitalization cov- 
erage which is free if you're eligible for Social 
Security. If you have “creditable” employer 
coverage when you turn 65, you can simply 
delay enrolling in Medicare Part B until your 
employer coverage 1s about to end, or until af- 
ter it ends during an eight-month Special En- 
rollment Period during which you can enroll in 
Medicare Part B without penalty. But for Part 
D prescription drug coverage, you must enroll 
in a private plan within 63 days of your 65th 
birthday, or the end of your employer drug 
coverage, or you will incur a Part D late enroll- 
ment penalty for enrolling later. And remem- 
ber that Medicare late enrollment penalties 
never go away — they are recurring for the rest 
of your life. 

The bottom line is this: you don’t need to 
pre-register for either Social Security or Medi- 
care. You can simply enroll when you are ready 
for benefits to start (keeping in mind that for 
Medicare, you must have “creditable” alterna- 
tive coverage after age 65 to avoid late enroll- 
ment penalties). 

This article is intended for information pur- 
poses only and does not represent legal or fi- 
nancial guidance.

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Wishing for winter squash 


ou should never take IN THE Did you know that you can 
anything for granted, GARDEN substitute home grown cooked 
especially when it comes wept winter squash for any recipe 


to the garden’s bounty. While it 
doesn’t seem possible to have 50 
winter squash one year and none 
just a couple years later, that 1s 
the predicament I found myself 
in this fall. I thought I did every- 
thing right! I planted the seeds a 
day or two shy of Memorial Day 
in a sunny spot that had been 
fertilized and composted. The 
seedlings came up strong. I left a floating 
row cover over them until they were ready 
to bust through, preventing cucumber bee- 
tles from nibbling when they were most 
vulnerable. But alas, the drought came 
and with it a dry well. The plants became 
stressed. Some developed vine borer and/ 
or powdery mildew While it looked as if I 
would still get a harvest, this was just wish- 
ful thinking. Not long after setting the few 
fruits I had on the stone wall to cure, most 
began to rot. Once I realized that this is the 
way it was heading I gave the rest to the 
chickens; at least they got to enjoy them. 

Gratefully my mom will provide the 
coveted butternut squash for Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner. There is an easy way to prepare 
it without peeling and chopping! Simply 
wash the squash and cut it in half length- 
wise. Then, scoop out the seeds and bake 
cut-side down on a greased cookie sheet 
or in a casserole dish. At 375 degrees, a 
butternut can take anywhere from 40 min- 
utes to one hour to cook. Test by inserting 
a fork into the thickest part of flesh; if it 
goes in easily, it’s done! Scoop out all of 
the flesh, even the caramelized parts, and 
mash with a fork or an immersion blend- 
er depending on how chunky (or not!) you 
like it. Season it to taste with cinnamon or 
better yet, pumpkin pie spice. And if you 
have a sweet tooth, try adding maple syrup 
or brown sugar; or even a bit of molasses. 
A little butter helps too!

keep through spring and beyond if stored 
in a dry, 55-degree location. For me, the 
mudroom has always worked out well to 
store my winter squash. My mom, on the 
other hand, has good luck placing hers in 
trays off the floor in her basement. Happy 
Thanksgiving everyone!

PALMER — Prior to this season, no 
member of the Palmer girls varsity soc- 
cer team had ever recorded 100 career 
points.

“T was anxious before the game and 
all of the weight was lifted off my shoul- 
ders after I scored my first goal,” said 
Theriault. “The rest of the game was a 
lot more fun for me.” 

Theriault who finished the home 
match by posting her first hat-trick of 
the season, had been stuck on 99 ca- 
reer points since a 5-1 home win against 
Ware on Oct. 8. She didn’t record any 
points in Palmer’s next three games 
against Monson, South Hadley, and 
Belchertown. The Lady Panthers season 
was then put on pause for two weeks be- 
cause of COVID-19.

Sport-specific guidelines 
Still to come for winter sports

REGION -— The full Office of Ener- 
gy and Environmental Affairs updated 
guidelines were released by the Massa- 
chusetts Interscholastic Athletic Associ- 
ation were released late last week. 

The MIAA and Department of Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education has 
been working with the EEA obtain guid- 
ance and follow protocols in order to get 
student-athletes back on the field. 

In August, the EEA deemed basket- 
ball, football, soccer, wrestling, lacrosse, 
cheerleading, and ice hockey as high- 
risk sports. 

As a result of that designation, con- 
tests in those sports were not allowed, 
and summer basketball and _ soccer 
leagues were completely shut down. 

Soccer was able to return during fall 
sports with major modifications to play, 
especially a low-level of contact and 
mask-wearing by all participants. 

But it is still unknown exactly what 
guidelines will be made in order to make 
basketball and ice hockey playable. As 
of now, the EEA 1s allowing Level 3 play, 
which permits contests between schools, 
but does not allow for tournaments. The 
MIAA officially cancelled the winter 
tournaments recently and the season is 
supposed to end on Feb. 21, 2020. 

Basketball and hockey both involve 
sustained high contact. In the case of 
basketball, there is also a lot of sweat- 
ing that spreads between players through 
close contact and the basketball itself. 
During the fall season, girls volleyball, 
the only indoor sport played during the 


season, rotated a new volleyball before 
each play. That may not be feasible in the 
faster moving game of basketball. 

Wrestling will not be allowed to com- 
pete in school-to-school competition 
but will be allowed to practice. There 
can be some intrasquad contests among 
individual teams, but no other compe- 
titions will be allowed at this time. It 1s 
unknown if wrestling could take place in 
the bubble season, as football will be the 
prevalent sport during that season and 
many wrestlers also play football. . 

Football is still scheduled to take 
place in late February through mid- 
April in what is being called “Fall 2” or 
a bubble season. Football and cheerlead- 
ing are both supposed to take place in 
that season. 

With talks of a vaccine now emerg- 
ing during the past week, it is very possi- 
ble that there could be modifications to 
each sports as the vaccine becomes more 
widely available and individuals are vac- 
cinated for COVID-19. 

The EEA is mandating face coverings 
for all sports with the exception of swim- 
ming. Swimming is also supposed to be 
able to take place, but with modifications 
made to limit the number of participants 
in a pool area. 

The PVIAC only allowed home fans 
at outdoor contests during the fall with 
some schools allowing no fans at all 
for various reasons, including the abili- 
ty to control attendance. A few schools 
allowed one guest per home athlete in 
volleyball, while most did not allow any 
fans. It is unknown whether any fans will 
be permitted at basketball and hockey 
contests. 
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MASCAC cancels 
winter sports season 


WESTFIELD — The NCAA 
has released winter sport guide- 
lines and the state of Massachu- 
setts recently updated their winter 
sport policies. After an in-depth 
review of the information from 
the state and NCAA, consultation 
among the Massachusetts State 
Collegiate Athletic Conference 
(MASCAC) Presidents, athletic 
directors, and athletic trainers and 
after exhausting all possibilities, 
including a review of the risks 
involved, the eight MASCAC 
Presidents have made the diffi- 
cult decision to cancel all winter 
sports competition. This includes 
the sports of men’s and women’s 
basketball, men’s ice hockey and 
men’s and women’s indoor track 
and field. 

Similar to the fall sports, the 
state universities are planning to 
provide winter sport student-ath- 
letes with on-campus, in-person 
practices, conditioning and train- 
ing opportunities throughout 
their traditional season to support 
their physical and mental well-be- 
ing. These practice and training 
opportunities will not use a year 
of NCAA Eligibility and will 
be done in compliance with the 
campus, state, federal and NCAA 
COVID guidance and protocols. 

“The MASCAC Presidents 
have been continuously observing 
the pandemic and guidelines from 


local, state, federal and NCAA 
officials which has led us to the 
decision to cancel winter sports 
competition during the spring 
semester,’ said Massachusetts 
College of Liberal Arts President 
James Birge, Chair of the MAS- 
CAC Council of Presidents. 

Affiliates will be able to sched- 
ule nonconference contests at 
their discretion. 

“We explored countless sce- 
narios to find a safe path forward 
with the evolving recommenda- 
tions and policies from the NCAA 
and the state for our winter sport 
student-athletes,’ said MASCAC 
Commissioner Angela Baumann. 
“After consultation with our med- 
ical staff and athletic directors, 
the MASCAC Presidents came to 
the conclusion there is not a way 
to ensure the safety of our stu- 
dent-athletes and staff with off 
campus winter competition, the 
risks are far too great.” 

Throughout the 2020-21 ac- 
ademic year, the MASCAC will 
be celebrating its 50th anniversa- 
ry with special features, facts and 
trivia commemorating the event. 
Our conference has a rich history 
of success on the playing field and 
in the classroom. Over the aca- 
demic year, the conference will be 
highlighting the student-athletes, 
teams, coaches, and admuinistra- 
tors from the last 50 years.

modified rules, few fans, and a limited schedule that 
introduced the concept of bubble play, something that 
could be considered tough for Western Massachusetts 
teams, which are used to leagues that are put together 
based on level of competitiveness in order to maintain 
balance in most sports. 

Most soccer, field hockey, and girls volleyball teams 
that participated had 10-12 contests scheduled, and 
for the most part, those contests were played. 

Many schools developed a schedule that went from 
Oct. 1 to about Nov. 6. The final two weeks of the sea- 
son were reserved for makeup games if schools had to 
shut down operations or for any other postponements. 

While there has been a major spike of cases and 
several communities went “into the red” under the 
state metrics measuring coronavirus transmission 
risks, most schools were able to get most of, if not, 
their entire seasons played. 

There were just a few schools with some remain- 
ing games this week, including Pathfinder, Ware, and 
Palmer. Quabbin, Quaboag, North Brookfield, and 
Tantasqua also had a few remaining contests to play 
this week after some Central Mass. teams had to shut 
down their play. 

Athletes persevered through the modification of 
play. More than anything, they had to get used to 
ramping up to heavy running while wearing masks, 
a rule that had to be enforced strictly due to the in- 
sistence of local health directors in order to control 
communities from any major spreads. 

While there have been major outbreaks the state 
government has attributed house parties, there were 
not any known cases of major outbreaks among high 
school sports teams. There were some isolated cases 
and games postponed due to contact tracing leading 
to some quarantining, but no major sickness among 
the teams. 

The season was also made very successful by a 
coordinated effort among athletic directors to have 
proper protocols in place and staff to help enforce 
mask-wearing and social distancing. Soccer and girls 
volleyball had extra staff used to clean and sanitize 
game balls. Girls volleyball cycled in new balls on ev- 
ery play. 

The season unfortunately concluded without any 
tournaments for the first time in years. This would 
have been the final year for state-sanctioned section- 
al tournaments. The state is still scheduled to go to a 
statewide tournament format next fall, when hopefully 
a full, normal season will be played.

services. It is based in Northampton, 
and focuses on providing harm reduc- 
tion services in a number of areas as 
well reproductive health clinics. It pro- 
vides services in Springfield, Holyoke, 
Greenfield and North Adams, and has 
a mobile van from which services are 
provided. 

Liz Whynott, Tapestry’s harm reduc- 
tion programming director, and Anto- 
nio Roman, Tapestry’s Northampton 
reduction manager, spoke to alliance 
members Monday during its month- 
ly Zoom meeting about potential ser- 
vices the nonprofit could provide in the 
Ware, Palmer and Belchertown area. 

“The point is to meet people where 
they are,” Whynott said. “We want to 
approach people, show we're interest- 
ed and we understand, but not act like 
we're the experts,’ said Roman. “We 
literally reach out, have conversations 
and build these relationships in the en- 
vironment where they are, where they're 


comfortable.” 

Whynott said Tapestry could provide 
services with the mobile van one day a 
week in the Ware-Palmer-Belchertown 
area. 

She also provided the number of 
Quaboag Hills residents who have 
accessed Tapestry’s harm reduction 
services in fiscal 2020 in Holyoke or 
Springfield or other locations. They 
include 39 people from Ware, 34 from 
Palmer, 49 people from Belchertown, 
24 from Monson and seven from War- 
ren. There were also four from Brim- 
field, one from Holland and three from 
Wales. 

“There has been a need in the 
Ware-Palmer area for some time,” she 
said. 

Much of their work revolves around 
distributing clean needles and taking 
old needles in, Whynott said. “We talk 
to them about ways of using drugs, and 
using the safest practices,” Whynott 
said. They also distribute Narcan, 
which temporarily blocks opioids from 


working during an overdose, allowing 
medical help to arrive or for the person 
to be rushed to the hospital for further 
help. They also train people how to use 
Narcan effectively, she said. 

If the Board of Health in those 
communities approved needle exchang- 
es, then the state Department of Pub- 
lic Health steps in and puts the ser- 
vices out to bid, and then awards the 
contract to an organization that has 
already provided such services in the 
past, Whynott said. 

They would also like to offer out- 
reach in downtown residential areas, 
Whynott said. Veteran’s Park was sug- 
gested as a location to base outreach 
services. The parking lot at Mary Lane 
on South Street was also suggested be- 
cause it would be more private than an 
open Main Street location. 

Abaigeal Duda, coordinator of the 
newly-created Ware Regional Recov- 
er Center, which now has office space 
about Hanna Devine’s restaurant on 
Main Street in Ware, said there is the 


potential for Tapestry to partner with 
the center and use the center’s space to 
offer services. 

Susan Collins, with Q-Drug and the 
North Quabbin Community Coalition, 
said her organization would like to 
work together with Quaboag Hills to 
expand services in the North Quabbin 
area. 

Michele Farrar, of Hampshire 
HOPE, a coalition that helps with drug 
prevention education and substance use 
recovery programs across Hampshire 
County, suggested there could eventu- 
ally be a limited loop on the Quabo- 
ag Connector, a low-cost van service 
for low-income residents, which takes 
people to work, school and medical 
appointments. She said that would be 
helpful due to the lack of public trans- 
portation in the Quabaog Hills area, 
and the lack of personal transportation 
for many low-income residents. 

Any progress with local officials will 
be discussed at the next QHSUA meet- 
ing.
